A variance to allow cdnstrui 
tion of two water tanks In Hoi 
lywood Riviera by the tJalifornla 
Water Service Co., ; will be 
passed on by the City Councl 
here Tuesday eveping.

The application of the wat 
company fojr the variance was 
given the green;'light. by the city 
planners after, the firm agreed 
to pay forl landscaping of the 
site. The landscaper will be se 
leotcd by the city, which also 
will reserve i the right to pass 
on the plans,for dressing up the 
property. . ;
